"We had an amazing turnout of sponsors this 
year," said Hemphill. And many residents donated food 
and in-kind services. "We try to keep it free, affordable, 
and fun for the kids." 

Chairman of the Town Party Committee Chris 
Berg said, "It takes the whole community. Without their 
help, we wouldn't be able to do this."

As Tabor Academy's Director of Campus 
Initiatives and men's crew coach, Pardo brings a positive 
energy and obvious passion for the school's mission. 

"I didn't know about boarding schools until I 
started working at one," says Pardo, who lives at Tabor's 
Heath House with his wife and three children (two of 
whom are Tabor students, one of whom is at ORR junior 
high). "I love the way you are able to work with kids 
in so many different ways. You might have a kid in the 
classroom, on the crew team, and then you see the kid in 
the dorm. 

"I think now that I have kids, I realize that at a 
certain point, no one has more of an impact on your kids 
than teachers. And I think especially at a place like Tabor, 
there are a lot of opportunities to affect a young person's 
life. 

"It is a very powerful role, and there's a lot of 
responsibility, but when you get the light bulb to pop off 
over their head, that's what it's about. As many moments 
as I can have with those kids, the better."

the sport of crew is a perfect way to help build a young 
person's character. 

"There's no MVP on a crew," Pardo says. "You're 
doing a repetitive cycle of things, and the mastery is: Not 
only do I have to master my own individual stroke, I have 
to master everyone's stroke. I have to follow you, and you 
have to follow me, and in our boats, where we race with 
eight, you have to be doing it with seven other guys." 

It's no easy gig, being part of the Tabor crew: two- 
hour practices every day for an entire spring, all for eight 
or ten competitions lasting only about five minutes. 

All told, a team has to make about two thousand 
strokes over the course of the season. Getting each of 
those strokes in perfect unison is the unattainable - 
getting as close as possible as you can is the goal. 

"If you watch it, there's a smoothness to it, 
and the team that has the smoothness is usually the 
team that's pulling ahead," he says. "You can't be an 
individual. You can't be a Michael Jordan on the boat." 

Multiple members of each graduating class 
traditionally go on to row collegiately, but Pardo uses a 
different measuring stick for success. 

"I want them to be good citizens to other people," 
says Pardo. "And I think one of the values that I got out of 
doing rowing in college is that people were good to other 
people. People took care of people. Do I like to win? Yes. 
But it's not the thing I talk about the most. It's the team. 
It's constantly working toward that goal - we're going to 
try and achieve as many good to great strokes as possible. 

"Being good to one another, trusting one another 
- when you see that happening, you get pretty excited as 
a coach." 

Pardo says he's never seriously pursued the idea 
of coaching the sport collegiately. Alluring as it might be, 
life on the Marion shore proves even more attractive.

command of the topic is so vast, the student yearns to 
hear more. And then, in playful discourse, the raconteur 
shares a humorous aside that unites those in attendance in 
a conspiracy of thought. 

These three attributes are embodied in one person 
- one Stephen Collins whose presentation at the Marion 
Council on Aging on August 28 held the audience in rapt 
attention as he brought Shakespeare to life in Marion. 

The hour-long presentation that Collins has 
crafted of the well-known "Bard" is a smoothly woven 
dissertation. He weaves explanations of Shakespeare's 
writing styles into recitations of long evocative passages 
from his works with clarity and insight. 

Collins is himself a commanding figure. Standing 
over 6 feet tall, he seamlessly moves with superb 
extemporaneous recall and expressive body posture 
through Shakespeare's life with an eloquence honed from 
years of studying the subject. 

Regarding the controversy around whether or 
not a man named Shakespeare actually wrote the plays 
we've come to know so well, Collins only offers us the 
arguments while holding back his own conclusions. 
Instead, he shares how the language of the plays speaks to 
an author who truly understood human nature and whose 
brilliance as a storyteller has never been equaled. 

Collins said that in Shakespeare's day - April 23, 
1564 to April 23, 1616 - actors directed plays without a 
"director" guiding them. This is an interesting thought 
when contrasted against the over-produced and over- 
directed entertainment we consume today. 

Throughout his presentation, Collins took the 
time to share long passages from Shakespeare, clearly 
rejoicing in the words or the turn of a phrase we've come 
to accept as Shakespeare and none other. 

Collins also delved into how well the author 
knew human nature as evidenced over and over again in 
his words. 

And then there are the plots and sub-plots, the 
hundreds of characters the modern world still hungers 
to indulge in - from Hamlet to Julius Caesar, from The 
Tempest to Romeo and Juliet. 

Of the venues where plays were enacted, Collins

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said there were four main theaters: The Fortune, The 
Swan, The Rose, and The Globe. The latter is the one 
known to have been Shakespeare's own. These theaters 
were all situated outside the city limits of London, as 
there was a bylaw prohibiting them. These historical 
tidbits added contextual flavor to Collins' talk. 

Collins further explained that during the years of 
the black plague when theaters were closed, Shakespeare 
turned his hand to writing sonnets. He said that in an era 
of expanding human intellect, it was the poet - not the 
playwright - who was heralded and esteemed. As such, 
Shakespeare also excelled. 

Diving into a Shakespearean play can be a little 
intimidating to say the least. Yet Collins, who teaches

Collins is pursuing opportunities to bring not 
only Shakespeare to local councils on aging but also Walt 
Whitman, Robert Frost, Thomas Hardy, and other great 
figures from our literary past. He is also developing a new 
show on the famous painter Whistler. 

And if, perchance, you've forgotten just 
how ingrained Shakespeare is to our collective 
conscientiousness, consider the following that are used 
freely in common parlance: "break the ice," "dead as a 
doornail," "good riddance," "in my heart of hearts," "in 
my mind's eye," or, "love is blind." Shakespeare all.

Bridge Program. 

And no one was more pleased than the Town's 
own highway surveyor, Barry Denham, whose efforts 
in securing the grant monies for repairs to the Randall 
Bridge on Acushnet Road proved successful. This latest 
local bridge in need of repair is located just south of the 
intersection between Acushnet Road and Hereford Hill 
Road. 

"I wanted us all to meet so we could put faces with 
names," Polito said. Around the conference table were 
State Representative and Chairman of the Joint Committee 
on Transportation William Straus, Selectman Jordan 
Collyer, Police Chief Mary Lyons, and Denham. Also 
present were Mass D.O.T. District 5 members: Shane Sousa, 
district bridge engineer; Pamela Haznar, district project 
developer (Haznar is also a Mattapoisett resident); Mary Jo 
Perry, highway director; and Jonathan Gulliver, highway 
administrator. 

Polito opened the conversation by discussing 
the governor's plans to bring state government into 
partnership with cities and towns throughout the 
commonwealth. 

"The Community Compact is uniting all cities and 
towns, and through this process, we found there are a lot 
of municipally owned bridges that don't qualify for federal 
aid," Polito said. Continuing on she said, "These bridges 
are often in key areas of the towns and when they go down, 
it's very disruptive to the community." 

The small bridge program is designed for bridges 
spanning between 10 and 20 feet in length that are wholly 
owned by a municipality. 

Polito then explained that the program secured $50 
million of the $800 million dollar transportation budget and 
will be distributed over a five-year period specifically to 
assist communities faced with bridge repair issues. 

"We are here today to acknowledge your efforts," 
she said addressing Denham, "...along with the state 
offices from Mass D.O.T. to ensure the project gets off 
well.... We are here to literally help you and to congratulate 
you on receiving the maximum grant." 

Gulliver added, "We are happy to give you the 
maximum amount, and to give you technical assistance

from District 5." 

Denham acknowledged the assistance from 
District 5 when the Town was faced with a catastrophic 
failure at the Tinkham Bridge, a few miles north of 
Randall Bridge, also on Acushnet Road. 

"It got ahead of us," Denham told Polito. "We are 
looking to have a rapid recovery on the Randall Bridge." 

He shared that the bridge currently in question 
was built in 1933 by highway department personnel for a 
cost of $250. That comment garnered a round of laughter 
from the group at the table. 

Straus spoke, saying, "The old thing was 
that towns outside Boston got screwed." He said the 
current bill mandates that monies be spread across the 
Commonwealth. "People are happy with the program." 

Polito said, "I come from central Mass, so I'm 
sensitive to issues outside Boston." 

She applauded the cooperative efforts taking place now 
and noted that there are approximately 1,500 small 
bridges in need of repair. 

Lyons said residents will be temporarily 
disrupted during the repair work on Randall Bridge 
and that traffic will have to be re-routed and emergency 
services from bordering towns will be ready to help 
during the construction phase. She assured everyone that 
it was "doable." 

Collyer said of the grant that it would allow 
the Town to redeploy money towards other roadway

projects. He explained, " We've used retiring debt to keep 
an even flow of dollars.

Appeals tried to find ways to meet the three criteria for 
granting a variance for Richard and Tracy McNeil of 455 
Walnut Plain Road, but they just couldn't quite find what 
they needed to allow for the construction of a two-car 
garage closer than 40 feet to the side setbacks. 

The board struggled to find the unique 
circumstances that merit a variance based on the three- 
pronged approach - topography of the land, financial 
hardship, and not detrimental to the neighborhood - but 
was ultimately only able to find enough to meet two out 
of three. 

"I'm sympathetic," said ZB A Chairman Richard 
Cutler, "but on the other hand, we have some criteria that 
we have to [meet]." 

ZBA member David Arancio tried finding that the 
way the house was positioned on the square lot created 
a unique circumstance, but Cutler told Arancio, "You're 
really reaching." 

"We have done . . . much closer than this," Arancio 
said referring to the setbacks. 

"We have," said Cutler. "I agree, but in those 
particular cases, we've had numerous topography issues." 

There was no certified plot plan to demonstrate 
an alleged area of the lot that dropped off by 8 feet, which 
the board wondered whether or not that fact would affect 
the outcome. 

The first motion was granted - to allow the 
accessory structure (garage) to be built in the front of the

property, but the second motion to grant a variance for 
the 40-foot side setbacks was denied 3-2. The applicant 
required a majority 4-1 vote to pass.

the house built in 1802 and referring to the razing of the 
house and the construction of a new two-family house as 
"a detriment to the character of the neighborhood." 

Building Inspector Scott Shippey explained on 
August 24 that he had issued the demolition permit to 
developer Michael Russo to take down the older home 
and issued a building permit for a new two-family home. 

This prompted some members of the Sippican 
Historical Society to explore options for proposing a 
new demolition bylaw for homes built on or before 1925, 
which would grant the Historical Society a number of 
days to review the history of the building for historic 
significance, Shippey also explained. 

However, in a letter addressed to the ZB A dated 
August 10, Darnton requested to withdraw his appeal, 
with prejudice, against the demolition of the house after 
what Darnton called an "amicable agreement" was 
reached between the Historical Society and Russo, the 
developer. 

Withdrawing with prejudice means the matter 
cannot again be appealed in the future. 

"[Russo] agreed to modify his design for the 
rebuilt house in a way that will preserve the historic look 
of Main Street," wrote Darnton. "... [H]e will restore and/ 
or build the fagade so that it replicates the current fagade." 

In his letter, Darnton requested the return of his 
$300 deposit, which the board denied. 

"He's not getting that deposit back," said ZBA 
Chairman Marc LeBlanc. "It has already been advertised 
and that money has already been spent." 

There is no future meeting scheduled for the 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals at this time.

where diamondback terrapins have been returning for 
centuries to lay their eggs. 

Construction of The Cove some years ago 
interfered with the turtles' nesting ritual, so an area on the 
beach was restored exclusively for a turtle nesting habitat. 
Residents of The Cove have been adding protective 
barriers around the nests to protect the eggs from 
predators, and even removing eggs for incubation when 
deemed necessary. 

Since 2015, invasive species such as Japanese 
knotweed and phragmites have been encroaching on the 
turtle garden, and on August 23 Jenney Lane resident 
Debra Ewing presented the plan to the commission for the 
eradication of invasives beginning in October. 


Ewing described the progress at the turtle garden: 
"It's very successful. We've seen increases in nests over 
the years, and we are very happy to do this." 

The commission gave the project a Negative 
Determination. 

Also during the meeting. Conservation 
Commission member Lawrence Dorman announced he 
would be resigning from the commission, as his house has 
sold and he will be moving out of Marion. 

"It's been an honor to serve with you, Larry," 
said Chairman Cynthia Callow. "If you look up the word 
'gentleman' in the dictionary, your picture is there." 

Dorman served on the Conservation Commission 
for 11 and a half years. 



In other matters, the commission granted a 
Negative Determination to Harry and Alice Curtis of 28 
Holmes Street to raze and rebuild a single-family home, 
with a portion of the property located within the flood 
zone. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for September 13 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House.

New students were also able to open their 
lockers for the first time before they were led on a tour 
of the school. AmbassadORs pointed out classrooms on 
students' schedules and answered any questions. 

"The students were cooperative and there weren't 
any problems with figuring out schedules. Taking the 
students for tours really helped cement their schedule in 
their minds," commented senior AmbassadOR Lindsey 
Merolla.

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Tobe Hooper 1943-2017

This hasn't been a good year for masters of horror 
films. First George Romero last month, and now Tobe 
Hooper. (Note: We will return to regularly scheduled 
reviews next issue. As you'll see, I couldn't let this death 
— this life — pass unremarked upon.) The Austin-born 
filmmaker could be said, fairly or not, to have peaked in 
the '70s. That was when he delivered his two best-known 
undisputed gems of film fear: 1979's TV adaptation of 
Stephen King's Salem's Lot , and, of course, 1974's The Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre , which I consider the greatest American 
horror movie. If Hooper had done nothing else, he could 
take credit for directing and co-writing a masterpiece of 
terror, one that everyone who hasn't seen it expects to 
be bloodier than it is. As with Psycho , misdirection and 
editing do half the work; the other half was accomplished 
through sheer sweat and atmosphere. 

Hooper was born in 1943 and, like so many of 
his generation, got started making movies at age nine 
playing with his dad's 8mm camera. Chainsaw wasn't his 
first feature; that distinction belongs to 1969's Eggshells , an 
unabashed experimental "hippie film" of which I could 
only endure about 45 minutes. His second. Chainsaw , 
revealed a master of mood and menace; by all accounts 
the movie was hell to make, and it looks it. (Several of 
the surviving cast members responded to Hooper's death 
with polite silences or terse statements. He put those 
actors through the wringer.) After that he helmed two 
grindhouse flicks that have their fans — 1977's Eaten 
Alive and 1981's The Funhouse (also his first for a major 
studio). The creepily effective Salem's Lot introduced him 
to a new audience of millions, scaring the stuffing out of a 
generation of kids with such scenes as the one in which a 
recently vampirized boy pays a visit to his friend, floating 
outside his bedroom window, asking to be let in. And 
then, in 1982, came Poltergeist , perhaps Hooper's most 
controversial film. 

Ever since it premiered, rumors have persisted 
that Hooper didn't actually direct Poltergeist — that its 
co-scripter and executive producer, Steven Spielberg, 
really did the bulk of the directing. This narrative was 
harmful to Hooper's reputation throughout his career; 
some who worked on the movie insisted Hooper called 
the shots, others swore Spielberg was the main man and 



had various explanations as to why I have always seen 
Poltergeist as a Hooper film with very vivid Spielberg 
fingerprints, owing to Spielberg's being new to the 
executive-producer game and perhaps a bit overbearing. 
Certainly the most frightening moments — the clown 
doll, the parapsychologist hallucinating tearing his own 
face off — read to me as more Hooper than Spielberg, in 
execution though not in conception. 

After that. Hooper drifted into the clutches of 
schlock studio Cannon, for which he directed 1985's 
Lifeforce , 1986's Invaders from Mars , and 1986's The Texas 
Chainsaw Massacre 2. All of them are fun, though Chainsaw 
2, as over-the-top gory as the original Chainsaw was 
restrained, requires a strong stomach and a dark sense 
of humor. The 1990s, for Hooper, was a blur of less-than- 
memorable work made for TV or sent direct to video, 
though I never miss an opportunity to talk up his segment 
of the 1993 horror anthology Body Bags. Hooper's bit, 

"The Eye," starred Mark Hamill as a baseball player who 
loses an eye and gets a transplanted eye from a serial 
killer, which makes him see things he'd rather not see. 
Hamill, around the same time he started a new career for 
himself voicing the Joker for TV's Batman: The Animated 
Series , gave an astonishing manic performance (he paid 
his respects on Twitter, saying that Hooper was "so kind" 
to him — maybe Hooper mellowed with age). 

Hooper's final films were decreasingly well- 
attended or well-received. I avoided them, not wanting 
to let them cloud my admiration of his early work with 
sadness at his later spiral. (His swan song, 2013's Djinn, 
won such praise as "an unmitigated disaster.") And 
there were dispiriting allegations back in June that his 
girlfriend, almost 40 years his junior, had physically 
abused him. Whoever directed Poltergeist , and whatever 
compelled Hooper to use up energy on stuff like Crocodile 
and a remake of The Toolbox Murders , only one man 
directed The Texas Chainsaw Massacre and Salem's Lot , and 
I can't think of a filmmaker worth his or her viewfinder 
who wouldn't be happy to have made those. So here's to 
you, Mr. Hooper. You done good. You rest now.

and surrounding communities have a hall for lectures, 
concerts, and performances. It was constructed in 1891 for 
$23,000. Through the years, it has been a favored venue 
for town committee meetings and parties, for concerts and 
musicals, and for private events including weddings and 
parties. Mrs. Taber also had the vision to build the Town 
Library and Natural History Museum, the Stone Chapel 
at the Congregational Church, and Tabor Academy, 
originally founded to educate girls and boys of Marion. 

The Music Hall is available free of charge to all 
Town of Marion committees and organizations such as 
the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Council on Aging, and 
the Police and Fire Departments.

1 have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per indoor 
cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes should be 
cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in general do 
not like covered boxes. Get rid of the cover. Cats also 
prefer boxes to be as out in the open as possible so they 
don't feel trapped going in or out. There should be 2 
or 3 ways for the cat to get out of the box. In general, 
cats prefer clumping litter as well. Stay with one that 
works and don't get fooled into buying whatever is on 
sale.

The Baywatchers program is the largest 
volunteer-based coastal monitoring effort in New 
England. Through the Baywatchers program, the 
Coalition monitors all of Buzzards Bay's major rivers, 
coves and harbors - an area covering more than one- 
quarter of the Massachusetts coast. The data collected 
through the Baywatchers program form the foundation of 
the Coalition's efforts to restore and protect Buzzards Bay. 

Baywatchers volunteer approximately one 


morning per week from May to September at a 
designated location in their community. Using a water 
testing kit, Baywatchers collect samples and measure 
salinity, temperature, water clarity and dissolved 
oxygen at the site. Baywatchers receive training prior to 
volunteering and do not need a science background. 

If you're interesting in becoming a Baywatcher, 
contact Director of Monitoring Programs Tony Williams at 
508-999-6363 ext.
